BIG BROTHERLY LOVE.

Since this issue of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR ie very appropriate 
ly dedicated to the subject of Brotherly Love, we shall pause a 
moment in our thoughts on the Sodality to point out an admirable 
activity for Young Men’ Godalities and whieh has already been 
alluded to in these pages. 

We have referred to the organization known as the Big Brother 
Movement, a whole series of whose publications lies before us. !t is 
“a movement to enlist in behalf of unfortunate “wys (particularly 
those coming before the Children’s Court) the personal interest of 
men of good will.” This Big Brother Movement points to a great 
need in the life of many poor beys. Théy have no friends. 

Suppose you had been brought up in a wretched.slum, with par- 
ents who neglected you and left you with the street for a play- 
rround, and the rough compansionship of the street for all your 
society; suppose that you stew up famillar with these sordid, vile 
surroundings, hearing the daily talk of thieves and thugs. with 
hardly a single respectable or self-respecting companion, How your 
youthful ideals would have been perverted; your greatest ambition 
might have been to grow up like the men and women around you. 

Now there are many boys near enough to your own house, who 
are in precisely this dreadful situation. They have no respectable 
friends. They look to you to help them out of their miserable en- 
vironment. Young man, if you are a Sodalist, it is your holy duty to 
work in honor of the Blessed Mother for your own persona! good- 
ness, the help of the neighbor, and the defense of the Church. How 
can you promote all these three ends better than by befriending 
some poor friendless lad, and by your kindness, your influence, your 
good example, your encouragement, helping him to conceive for 
himself the ideal of.a Christian gentleman and to struggle teward 
that ideal with all his might and main. 5 

It will be easy for you to find such a boy. You need only get in 
touch with the activities of the Juvenile Courts and you wil! find 
many such bovs from whom to make your selection. And in all this 
there ta to be no coddling of the boy, no sentimentality, or making 
him dependent, but only that noble, fine and Christian influence 
which a clean, upright and successful Catholic business man can 
exert npon a boy by hia good example, and the honest, unselfish and 
friendly influence of his big brotherly love. 
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THE COMMANDMENT OF BROTHERLY LOVE.

Love of our brother is 2 touchstone of our love of God... “If any 
man says, | love God, and hateth his brother’ writes Saint John, 
“he is a liar. For he-that. loveth not his Brother, w ‘the -seeth, 
how can he love God, whom he seeth not?” That’ ve must be 
universal, all-embracing, not limited by creed or race, superior to 
all purely natural motives. and founded upon the love of God. ft 
is for His sake that we love our fellow creature, made equally with 
ns to God's tmage and Hkeness, and holding with us ene common 
human nature, the same which was assumed by the Pternal Word 
in the womb of the Virgin Mary. For all alike was shed the pees 
blood of Christ. ; 

True brotherly love is therefore universal as the brotherhood 
of man and the Fatherhood of God. Its tight and warmth go forth 
to all and its blessing is withheld from none: Hke the sun that 
shines on the good and the bad, like the rain that falls on the saint 
and the sinner. “And this commandment we have from God, that 
he, who loveth God, love also his brother.’ 

The special test of the true eatholicity of our love is the manner 
in Whieh we regard those who wrong and afflict us. Here. indeed, 
we Can most strikingly witness the world-wide difference between 
the poverty of mere pagan civiligation, and the richness of genuine 
(Christian charity 

“But ft say to you, Love your enemies: do good to them that 
hate you: and pray for them that persecute vou, , For if you love 
them that love you, what reward shall you-have? do neti even the 
publicans this? And if you salute your brethren only, what do ‘you 
more? do not also the heathens this? Be vou therefore perfect, as 
aiso your heavenly Father is perfect.’ 

Brotherly love does not, because of thie, blind us to sectarianism. 
hereay, rationalism or radicalism on the part of these whom we 
still eal] our brethreh. It does not prompt us to make compromises, 
however slight, with error. But it cemmands us none the less to 
love with a deep, supernatural love, for their soul's true welfare. all 
who may hold or teach the doctrines of which we do not and cannot 
approve. To have them united with us in the one and dnly fold of 
Christ should therefore be our constant prayer and endeavor. 

From this Christian sympathy even the very bigot, though: most 
We may not and would

love. We lament his:misguided folly: we abhor his perversity of 
soul; we detest his political intrigues; we have not words strong 
enough to express our uttermost conliempt for the venal motives 
that couk? move him for thirty filthy coppers to sel] Christ anew in 
His members, turning siander into a profession.

te fortunate himself, in his own person, we harbor no hatred in our 
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soul, but only desire and pray for his soul's conversion, temember- 
ing the) solemn admonition. of our Divine Lord: “Love your enemies: 
do good*to them that hate you: and pray for them that persectte 
vou 

The man who carries hatred in his heart against a brother is 
classed by the great Apostle of love with the most extreme of 
criminals: “Whosoever hateth his brother is a murderer, And sou 
know that no murderer hath eternal life abiding in himeelf,”’ 

Bul love does not consist in mere sentiment. It must show it- 
self im deeds, If there is one thing that God abhors it is mere lip- 
service. Christ has given us the supreme example of the love which 
is prepared to do and suffer: 

“In this we have known the charity of God, because He hath 
laid down His life for us: and we ought to lay down our lives for 
our brethren. 

“He that hath the substance of this world, and shall see his 
brother in need, and shall shut up his bowels from him: how doth 
the charity of God abide in him? 

“My little children, let us not love in word, nor in tongue, but 
in deed, and in truth.” 

in body and soul, our brother is an object of love for us. The 
corporal works of mercy are fiot to be considered as beneath the 
service of the Christian, but they should become for him a means of 
spiritually benefiting his brethren. The highest service is that 
which by the power of God helps to beget or increase faith and 
grace in the souls of men, To this all our efférts should tend.
